OREM GIVES ASSURANCE 
ON S CHOOL F UNDS 

Assurance that the Greenbelt schools will be giv¬ 
en consideration in the matter of state and county 
school funds equal to that of at xy school in the 
county was made by Nicholas Orem, County Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools at a meeting of the Greenbelt Parent- 
Teachers Association on Uonday, January 22. The 
sources of state and county school money and the ex¬ 
tent to which federal Government cooperates with the 
school building program were also explained. 

Of particular interest to the audience was Ur. 
Orem's announcement that the Governor has Just ap¬ 
pointed a commission authorized by an act of the 
last State Legislature to survey the Maryland school 
system in order to determine what shall be done to 
extend school facilities. Disinterested experts are 
to be employed to weigh the relative merits of an 
additional year of free schooling,extended vocation¬ 
al or adult educational facilities, improved educa¬ 
tional equipnent and the like. 

To the question.of the desirability of an eighth 
grade far Prince Georges County schools, Ur. Orem 
explained that such an arrangement would add 15,000 
pupils to the school load at an estimated cost of 
1100,000 a year for operating expenses and $400,000 
the first year far classrooms and equipment. He ex¬ 
pressed his personal opinion that the extra year had 
better be added to the end of the four year high 
school course to provide for more adequate vocation— 
al adjustment fbr young people in a world where 
there are not enough jobs to go around. Such voca¬ 
tional training, he said, is most effective toward 
the close of the adolescent period. 

In general the meeting filled an important com¬ 
munity need in interpreting to parents from states 
with different school systems and facilities the as¬ 
sets and liabilities of those in Maryland and Prince 
Georges County. 

The presiding officer for the evening was Ur. 
Eugene Hesse and the speaker was introduced by Urs. 
Catherine Reed, principal of the Elementary School, 
acting for the program committee. 

In consideration of the disturbed international 
situation and its effect on the future of today's 
children, two prayers for peace were offered, a ver¬ 
bal one by Rev. Robert L. Kincheloe and a lovely vo¬ 
cal one sung to an air in "Finlandia" by a quartet 
consisting of Urs. Oscar Johnson, Mr. and Urs. Irvin 
Qulgg, and Rev. Kincheloe. Urs. Kincheloe accompan¬ 
ied the group. 

Local Benefit Provided 
Out of Paralysis Fund 

Half the net proceeds from (he activities relating 
to Greenbelt's celebration of the President's Birth¬ 
day Ball will be kept in Prince Georges County and 
added to a permanent fund to fight infantile paraly¬ 
sis as it might occur in the county. It will be 
added to an amount collected similarly in previous 
years and kept under the Jurisdiction of a permanent 
committee. If the need should arise, Greenbelt 
could apply for its share. The balance of the prof¬ 
its will go to the National feundation. 

The local committee under the chairmanship of 
George O'Brien, announces that the ticket price for 
the Birthday Ball february 3 has been reduced to 
fifty cents per person. Matt Mattson's orchestra 
has been engaged for the dance.

DIRECTORS RECOMMEND 
CO-OP PATRONAGE RETURN 

A patronage return on their 1939 purchases may be 
received by those patrons of the Greenbelt stores 
who are members of the cooperative or who have ap¬ 
plied for membership by february 24. 

The board of directors of the Greenbelt Consumer 
Services, Inc., decided last week to recocmend such 
a payment, but the final decision rests with the 
stockholders when they are presented with the board's 
reconcwndation at the cooperative's first annual 
meeting on Wednesday, february 7. 

Holding their second session in four days' tin», 
the board members met Tuesday, January 23, and con¬ 
sidered preliminary figures from the annual audit— 
which i s being made by Louis Biglander of the Coop¬ 
erative League Accounting Bureau-of the organiza¬ 

tion's books, particularly with reference to whether 
a patronage return is feasible. 

After careful consideration the directors were of 
the opinion that the audit figures indicated suffi¬ 
cient savings during the past year to warrant their 
recommending to the membership that the motion pass¬ 
ed by the previous board of directors on January 8, 
in itfilch a $2,000 rebate was authorized, be approv¬ 
ed. 

TTie directors, besides discussing with General 
Manager Sulo Laakso matters concerning management 
and work of the board, considered further their a- 
genda for the coming stockholders* meeting. 

The agenda will include hearing a financial re¬ 
port, consideration of the patronage refund, ratifi¬ 
cation of certain acts of the old and new boards 

such as the final fonn of the by-laws and financial 

agreement-and issuance of stock certificates if 

printing of these has been completed by that time.

ANNOUNCEMENT OF 
PROPOSED PATRONAG E RETURN 

The Board of Directors of Greenbelt Consumer 
Services, Inc., announces that at the regular 
annual membership meeting on february 7 it will 
recommend the issuance of a patronage return of 
$2,000 in credits towards shares of the capital 
stock of the corporation. This patronage return 
was authorised by motion of the old board of di¬ 
rectors of Greenbelt Consumer Services, Inc., at 
its final meeting on January 8. 

The Board will recommend that the distribu¬ 
tion be in proportion to purchases made during 
the year 1939 as represented by patronage return 
slips turned in to the Board on or before 8 P.M, 
Saturday, february 24, and that the return shall 
not exceed 2 per cent on the slips so turned in. 

If the membership should approve the Board's 
recommendation, the following regulations will 
apply: 

1. Persona eligible for participationi To 
be eligible for participation in the proposed 
patronage return, a patron must have submitted 
to the Board or or before Saturday, february 24, 

(a) his application for membership—i.e., his 
application for a share of the voting stock——in 
the cooperative (it is not required that either 
payment or agreement to terms for payment accom¬ 
pany this application), and (b) the patronage 
return slips upon which his return is to be 
based. The applications and patronage return 
slips will be received at the Greenbelt Consuuer 
Services office over the Drug Store. 

2. Manner of submitting patronage return 
slips > Patronage return slipe are to be clipped 
or tied in bundles of 25, .with the mmber of 
slipe (25) and the total purchases represented 
shown in each bundle. The bundles should be 
placed in a strong paper bag marked with the 
name and address of the purchasher, the total 
number of bundles, the total number of slips and 
the total amount of the purchases represented. 
Orange colored slipe, which apply to purchases 
made in the year 1940, should not be turned in 
at this time.

This week I nominate for 
Greenbelt's Hall of Outstan¬ 
ding Citizens Miss 01lie E. 
Hoffman, employed in Green¬ 
belt the past two years as 
Bducational Director for 
(M-eenbelt (bnsumer Services, 
but working this while far 
beyond the demands of her 
Job to increase the effec¬ 
tiveness of citizens of a 
democratic town in a demo¬ 
cratic country. 

Holder of no public of¬ 
fices, maker of few public 
speeches, she has been nev¬ 
ertheless one of foe leaders 
_ of comi'.unity thought and ac¬ 
tion. The consideration of many a perplexing prob¬ 
lem has been put on a productive track by an illum¬ 
inating observation by her. Quietly, without per¬ 
sonal ambition, she has championed local and nation¬ 
al causes as all good citizens should-by acting, 

rather than by talking; by reading and studying be¬ 
fore forming opinions; by expressing her opinions 
to her governmental representatives; by getting oth¬ 
ers to do likewise; by listening to others; by open¬ 
ing up new interests for others; by encouraging oth¬ 
ers to think and act for themselves. 

She has not pushed herself forward—she has been 
more a leavening agent than anything. So unobtru¬ 
sively has she worked that it is only now, when we 
seem to be about to lose her from the community, 
that many of us have come to realize what her pres¬ 
ence means to us. 

To mention two specific instances where her in¬ 
telligent, unselfish encouragement were invaluable. 
In fostering the Gum Drop Co-op she insisted upon 
staying in the background; let the youngsters run 
the show and develop true responsibility. She en¬ 
couraged, but did not command. As a result this en¬ 
terprise has been one of Greenbelt 'saost successful, 
financially aid otherwise, and has won Greenbelt 
some of its most favorable national notice. 

Then her work with the Better Buyer groups has 
been distinguidied by its level-headedness and lack 
of the falsetto enthusiasm so often found in cooper¬ 
ative education. (Not that the Better Buyers were 
her creation or responsibility; but she has contri¬ 
buted largely to their program. And their study of 
merchandise labels has been outstanding, and a defi¬ 
nite influence toward the adoption by our wholesale 
of truly informative Co-op labels.) 

In these and many other ways Hiss Hofftaan has set 
an example that might well be more generally emulat¬ 
ed by community leaders.

TRANSPORTATION COMPLAINTS WANTED NOW 

The Prince George's County Joint Committee on 
Transportation net Saturday evening, January 2 d, at 
the County Building in Hyattsville. Allan S. Amess, 
Benjamin 0. Ketcham, and Abraham Chasanow attended 
as representatives of the Greenbelt Citizens' Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Most of the meeting was devoted to a discussion 
of the inconveniences and dangers experienced since 
the inauguration of the off-hour shuttle system of 
transportation at ilt. Ranier. Captain Duke, of 
Fast Riverdale, showed motion pictures which illus¬ 
trated the traffic hazards at the transfer point, 
and letters charging that poor services has result¬ 
ed from the change were read. 

Discussion of methods of obtaining the statements 
and evidence necessary for presentation at the hear¬ 
ing on the petition to reverse the order of the Mary¬ 
land Public Utilities Commission permitting install¬ 
ation of the shuttle system took up the rest of the 
meeting. 

Users of the transportation system again were 
urged by committeemen to submit signed statements of 
tneir experiences with the shuttle system to their 
local representatives as soon as possible. It was 
pointed out that the burden of proving poorer trans¬ 
portation facilities rests with the users of the 
street cars, and that the failure of those users to 
submit such statements ray result in a denial of the 
petition because of insufficient evidence.
